"We've taken steps to protect our 
witnesses," said 
Assistant United 
States Attorney Edward A. Fisher. 
United States marshals were select- 
ed as the guards. 
From another federal source, it 


•was learned orders had been issued 
for special precautions to be tak°n 
for two score prisoners held in a 
half dozen cities in connection with 
the robbery and disposal of ths loot. 
Winkler was killed, both city and 


federal authorities agreed, because 
he "knew too much" and because 
other gangsters feared he might talk 
to police officers. They exoressid 
open fears that more killings iri.rtit 
follow. 


Undreamed Power. 


Meanwhile as police pried through 


underworld 
sources they learned 


Winkler had more power tn Kang- 
dom than they had dreamed. All 
denied 'he had been a "stool pig- 
eon," 
but they agreed he had con- 


trol of gambling that netted cj I lions 
yearly. 
He had been mistrusted in i;anp- 


land, they said, since he brought 
about return of $600,000 of loot tak- 
en in~the-'^woi'ld*8-fatggest bank lob- 
bery" at Lincoln, Neb.

Probe Shows $26,562,000 


Shrinkage in Invest- 
ment Firm Assets. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(AP)— 
Railroad stocks sold by Dillon, Read 
& Co., to one of its investment 
trusts when prices were plummeting 
in 1929 were shown in the senate 
investigation today to have depre- 
ciated millions in value since. 
Tracing the devious transactions 
through testimony of E. B. Tracy, 
president of the banking firm's in- 
vestment trusts, 
the committee 


learned that the portfolio of the 
United States & International Se- 
curities corporation last December 
31 showed a $26,562,000 shrinkage of 
assets. 


Of this, said Committee Counsel 
Ferdinand Pecora. about 40 'per cent 
or $11492.000 was in stock of rail- 
roads that have since gone into re- 
ceivership, stock that largely was 
purchased from other Dillon. Read 
interests. The roads were the Rock 
Island and the Frisco. 


One of the most persistent ques- 
tioners at the sparsely attended 
hearing was Senator Couzens, re- 
publican. Michigan, who last week 
chargedHhat "some wise_guys" un- 
loaded the depreciating railroad 
stock on the trusts, in which the 
public had invested $75.000$00. 


Tracy disclosed under questioning 


by Senator Couzens and Pecora 
that the trusts raid $3.791.000 for 
Rock Island stock. 
Tracy said it had been agreed by 
all concerned that the United States 
& International Securities corpora- 
tion and the U. S. & Foreign Se- 
curities corporation wanted to buy 
railroad stocks.

Ickes Regards Plan as a 


Logical Method to 


Create Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10— W) — 


Secretary Ickes revealed today that 
the government was considering 
establishment of a new corporation, 
to handle construction and leasing 
or sale of low cost housing pro- 
jects throughout the country. 


Articles of incorporation, already 


drafted, would permit the corpora- 
tion to go into cities and through 
purchase or condemnation proceed- 
ings acquire lands on which low 
cost housing projects would be 
erected. 


These projects, the public works 


chief said, could then be sold or 
let to occupants, with the corpora- 
tion repaying to the treasury the 
funds advanced for the work. It is 
contemplated that some of the pro- 
jects will be merely for establish- 
ment of low rent homes while oth- 
ers will be for slum clearance. 


The secretary could not estimate 


the possible cost of such a pro- 
gram, but hinted it might run into 
several hundred millions. 
Ickes said he regarded housing as 


one of the most logical ways of 
creating jobs, especially since, he 
added, many men would be employed 
indirectly in the manufacture and 
preparation of materials.

NEWCOMB SEEKS 
FREEDOM; SAYS 
SANITYRESTORED 


Doctors State Morbidity 
That Caused Poisoning 
Of Wife May Return. 
.Although medical experts testifted 
that he might be subject to a re- 
currence of the insanity that seized 
him when he administered poison to 
himself, his wife and their two chil- 
dren eight years ago, Edwin New- 
comb, 52, Tuesday asked the state 
pardon board to commute his life 
sentence for the murder of his wife, 
the only one of the four to die cf 
the poison. 


Newcomb told the board—that it 
was his belief that "it was no longer 
worth while," a 
frame of mind 
brought on by unemployment and 
financial reverses, that induced him 
and his wife to enter a death pact 
to wipe out the entire family." 


Claims Sanity Regained. 


Claiming that he was insane when 
he gave his wife and the children 
doses of strychnine and then took 
some himself, Newcomb pleaded 
that he has regained his sanity in 
the quiet of the prison and feels 
that he can return to society with- 
out fear of another fit of melan- 
choly that resulted in the tragedy 
at Gordon eight years ago. 
In his story to the board, New- 


comb said he was going to kill just 
himself at first, but his wife took 
away the bottle of poison. It was 
on the following day that they 
reached their decision, he said. 


"I gave my wife some of the 
poison in her hand and she took it,'' 
Newcomb said. "Then we took the 
children to the sink and gave them 
some. I took some, but it didn't 
seem to work so I took some more. 
I wasn't fudging on anybody. I 
wanted to die " 


Also Stabbed Self. 


After taking the second dose. 


Newcomb went to the kitchen and 
stabbed himself near the heart with 
a butcher knife. 
Mrs. Newcomb 


died shortly, but medical assistance

NORFOLK. Va.. Oct. 10—(AP)— 


The fate of 21 members of the crew 
of the sunken freighter Annoula 
was uncertain today as sea-going 
vessels were asked to keep a lookout 
for them.

ASSURING A CONTRACT.

Elimination plays and stnp and 


forced lead plays all have much in 
common, although they are not 
identical, as some players think. 


The stripping of an adverse hand 


is designed to force a favorable 
lead; the elimination of a suit or 
suits from the open, or closed hand 
has the same purpose behind it — 
namely, to put an adversary in the 
lead and then compel him to make 
a play that will give you a trick 
not otherwise attainable. 


A good bridge player must under- 


stand both of these tricks of the 
trade if he is to be assured of 
making contracts which depend on 
something more than cashing aces 
and kings and running established 
low cards. I venture the opinion 
that more close contracts are lost 
by failure to appreciate and apply 
these principles than by any other 
of the offenses of the 
average 


bridge player.

NEW YORK—One gathers from 


the critical felicitations being pouied 
out upon Harvey Allen that his 
"Anthony Adverse" is accepted gen- 
erally as one of the most impor- 
tant American novels so far pro- 
duced. 
Nor is it strange, Mr. Allen's gi- 
gantic work (there are 1,200 pages, 
from a week's to a month's reading 
for the average man) is a picturesque 
novel of first water, ranging through 
an immense territory and detaining 
each of its episodes and locales 
faithfully. 
It Is bound toether by 
the life span of an extraordinary 
man, and it moves on every page. 
But it is more than merely &

To The Ladies. 


A hundred years of progress

Wales And Elsewhere. 


The second of Rhys Da vies' nov- 
els 
to reach us is "Count Your 
Blessings," and most readers will 
feel lucky. It not only brings Wales 
with it; it brings the story of a girl 
determined to combine living with 
love, a living, breathing girl who 
makes serious mistakes, but who 
never loses her purpose in the face 
of disappointment. 


The book is perhaps a little pur- 
plish in hue, and the first 30 pages 
or so are difficult reading because 
of an excess of Welsh dialect.

City to Furnish Own 
Power For Pumping at 


Havelock Water Plant 


The 5-ycar contract under which 
the Iowa-Nebraska Light & Power 
Co. has been supplying the electric 
current for pumping water at Have- 
lock, will not be renewed, Paul W. 
Doerr, head of the water and light 
department, said Tuesday. The con- 
tract, which expired September 25, 
called for a minimum payment of 
$150 per month for the service. 
According to Mr. Doerr, the city 
will use its own current from the A 
street plant just as soon as a line 
can be built, the city power line 
now being only a block away from 
the pumping station. The cost will 
approximate $150. 
The expiration of this contract 
leaves the Iowa-Nebraska company 
still supplying current to the city 
under three other agreements. The 
first of these provides for street 
lighting in Bethany. It runs out 
June 30, 1934. The other two are 
for street and festoon lights in 
Havelock, the street lighting con- 
tract having five years to run, and 
the festoon agreement, four years. 
The festoon agreement calls for 
the lighting of the lamps across 
Havelock avenue at least 65 nights 
a year at a minimum cost of 20 
cents a night per festoon. The com- 
pany owns and maintains the lights. 
An employe of the city turns them 
on at dusk, and shuts them off at 
midnight. 
The street lighting system in- 
cludes 109 100-candlepower lamps, 
and 71 250-candlepower electrolier 
lamps, of which 37 burn until mid- 
night at a cost of $30 84 a year each. 
The others burn until dawn at a 
cost of $40 per year each. The 109 
lamps cost $18 a year each.

was the theory of investigators that 
his enemies pumped four volleys of 
shotgun pellets into his body 
yes- 
terday to keep him from telling 
what he knew about the $250,000 
mail robbery in Chicago last 
De- 
cember. 


Winkler was the second person 


linked with the robbery in one way 
or another to die. ,The other was 
Edgar B. Lebensberger. owner ol 
a swanky club on Chicago's near 
north side. Lebensberger was found 
shot to death the other day shortly 
before it was revealed that he was 
under indictment in connection with 
the 
robbery. 
Some 
investigators 


said he might have been murdered, 
despite a coroner's verdict of sui- 
cide. 


Others Marked for Death. 


And while Winkler's body lay in 
a mortuary there were newspapsr 
reports that his slayers have marked 
for death one or possibly two cthe>- 
men to silence them in the federal 
government's investigation of th= 
lobbery. One newspaper said this 
had been learned on what it des- 
cribed 
as 
an 
"unimpeachable 
authority." 


The report that Winkler, who had 
been in hiding since las; Saturday, 
had intended to talk today with fed- 
eral investigators came from his 
blonde widow, who recently was ar- 
rested with Winkler in their fash- 
ionable north shore apartment :or 
questioning in connection with a 
more recent postal robbery, in which 
Policeman Miles Cunningham was 
slam as the robbers fled. Mrs. Wink- 
ler, who with her husband, later 
was released, told her story to 
Coroner Frank J. Walsh. 


Lips Sealed Forever. 


At the same time Dan Gilbert of 
the state's attorney's 
police ex- 
pressed his belief that Winkler was 
put out of the way so he couldn't 
give information about last Decem- 
ber's robbery. 
"He," said the captain, "apparent- 
ly was the contact man between the 
actual mail robbers and the ped- 
dlers of the stolen bonds. It is sig- 
nificant that everyone but Winkler 
was indicted and it seems obvious 
that Winkler was an informer. He 
was the only man alive, apparently, 
who could put the finger on the 
gangsters who robbed the mail mes- 
senger." 
That Winkler himself knew that 


the end of his short-lived power 
was near was evidenced but two 
weeks ago when he was a prisoner 
at the Chicago detective bureau. A 
cell mate asked him to will him 
his diamond decorated watch. 
"Sure," said the smiling Wink- 
ler. "Sure, I better put it In right 
away, 
brother, because I 
don't 


think I'll be here long." 


Three Killers in Truck. 


Three killers, motoring down the 
street in a green truck made his 
prediction come true. Methodically 
they poked their guns from the ma- 
chine and let go their shots. But hfi 
didn't talk. The "squeal" gangland 
presumably expected from him, died 
with him. His last words, after he 
had prayed were: 
"This is the end of a gangster." 
In custody today was Dominic 


Marzano, 23. Police said they were 
informed Marzano had been seen 
near the place of the killing a few 
minutes before 
Winkler 
arrived. 


He has a police record. 
The Tribune said it had been 
told by County Commissioner 
Charles H. Weber hi a 
telephone 
conversation 
from 
Miami, Fla., 
that he was not acquainted with 
Winkler, The assassination took 
place in front of the Weber beer 
distributing company on the north 
side. 
Wears Diamond Studded Watch. 
In Winkler's billfold officers said 
they found $330, and the gangster 
was wearing a gold belt buckb of 
the kind Al Capone presented to 
many of his friends. 
The buckh 


was set with 24 emeialds and live 
diamonds. Winkler also was wear- 
ing a platinum watch set with 63 
diamonds and a gold watch chain 
on which 10 diamonds sparkled. 


Meanwhile, Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson continued until todav a 
hearing sought by counsel for John 
J. (Boss) McLaughlin, 66, former 
state legislator, in an effort to have 
his bond reduced. McLaughlin with 
Joseph Sans, credit manager of tha 
club operated by Ledensberger, was 
indicted for the mail robbery. 
At the opening of the hearing 


yesterday Federal Attorney Edward 
A Fisher accused McLaughlin of 
disposal of at least $237,000 worth 
of stolen securities and said 
he 


wanted him held on $50.000 bond. 
Sans was granted a reduction of 
his bond from $50,000 to S33.000. 


United States Attorney Dwight H. 
Green said Winkler's death would 
not deter the prosecution of the 
mail robbery case and that persons 
arrested in other cities probably 
would be brought here after re- 
moval proceedings. 


Boys Describe Murder. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10—(INS)—Paul 


Geirsback, 15, and 
his 
brother. 


Willard. 12, today gave police the 
most vivid description of the mur- 
der of Gus Winkler, Capone gang 
chieftain and "squealer." 
They were painting a stovepipe 


on their back porch, 100 feet from 
where Winkler was cut down by 
shotgun fire. 
"Just as Winkler got out of his 


car and stepped up to open the 
warehouse door the 
second 
car 


came along, just like it had been 
following him," Paul said. 


"We could see the driver from 


our side, but couldn't see much 
else. 
All at once there was a 


bmst of shots just like the ma- 
chine guns in the gangster movies, 
and the fellow across the street 
in front of Weber's sort of turned 
around, slo-sr, and began to fall. 
They must have fired a hundred 
shots. 


Car Moves Away.

With the death of Gus Winkler 
under a rain of gangdom assassins' 
shots, there remains now at liberty 
scarcely a single man among a num- 
ber of notorious characters whose 
names bobbed up in the roundup 
of suspects following the robbery of 
the Lincoln National Bank & Loan 
Co.Included in that list were Harvey 
Bailey, Albert Bates, Eddie LaRue, 
Fred Burke, James "Oklahoma Jack" 
Clark, Tommy Hayes, Howard "Pop" 
Lee, Thomas "Pat" O'Connor, and 
Jack Britt. 


Britt Reported Dead. 


Tommy O'Connor and "Pop" Les 


are serving terms of 25 years each 
following their convictions of parti- 
cipation in the Lincoln bank rob- 
bery. Jack Britt, tried twice ioc 
the bank robbery and against whom 
the charge was dismissed by County 
Attorney Towle after juries in both 
cases disagreed, has dropped from 
sight but underworld reports have 
been received to the effect that he 
has been killed. Similar reports of 
LaRue's death have been received 
though he is still sought in connec- 
tion with the Lincoln robbery. 
The death of Winkler, believed 


by many to have held the solution 
of the robbery, seemed to be a blow 
to O'Connor's hopes for proving his 
innocence when he was interviewed 
Tuesday morning at the peniten- 
tiary. Tommy repeated his protes- 
tations that he and Lee are inno- 
cent. 
Bailey and 
Bates are now in 


Leavenworth penitentiary serving 
life terms for the C. F. Urschel kid- 
naping in Oklahoma city. Bailey, 
long sought by Nebraska officers, 
was taken into custody in Kansas 
and convicted of bank robbery in 
that state and sent to the state 
prison from which he later escapso. 
Bates was questioned concerning 
the Lincoln robbery but was not be- 
lieved to have been a participant. 
He indicated to County Attofney 
Towle that he had knowledge of 
the Lincoln robbery when queried at 
a Michigan jail 
from which ho 
shortlv afterwards escaped. 


Burke. Clarke In Prison. 
Fred "Killer" Burke was also 


questioned concerning the Lincoln 
bank robbery following his arrest 
in Missouri, but he was taken to 
Michigan where he received a life 


sentence for murder. "Oklahoma 
Jack" Clark, another suopect, was 
arrested and given a long terra 
sentence in the Indiana prison. H«2 
recently escaped but was recap- 
tured. 
, 
Tommy Hayes, another East F,fc. 
Louis gangster arrested at the same 
time as O'Connor, Lee, and BrU.t, 
has since met death at the hand 
of gangsters. 
Hayes could not oz 
identified by Lincoln witnesses of 
the bank robbery and was never 
brought here for trial. 


Two men who captained investiga- 


tions which led first to the filing 
and later to the dismissal of charges 
against Gus Winkler of participa- 
tion in the Lincoln robbery Tues- 
day were enroute here after a duck 
hunting trip in western Nebraska. 


Believed Winkler Alibi. 
They are Max G. Towle, Lancaster 
county attorney, and Roy Steffens 
of Chicago, formerly a special in- 
vestigator for the Chicago Secret 
Six, crime fighting organization.

EXEMPT FLOUR 


Good Asks Ruling Upon 


Processing Tax From 


U. S. Officials. 


Whether flour purchased by the 
state of Nebraska for the inmates 
of its 17 penal and charitable insti- 
tutions is subject to the federal 
processing tax of 30 cents per 
bushel on wheat, equivalent 
to 
about, 69 cents on each 48-pound 
sack of flour, is a question on which 
Attorney General Good, on behalf 
of the board of control, has asked 
for a ruling by United States in- 
ternal revenue authorities. 
In a letter to Internal Revenue 
Collector George W. O'Malley at 
Omaha, Mr. Good asks the latter to 
submit the question to his superiors 
at Washington so that a definite 
pronouncement may be obtained 
from them. 
Good's own opinion, as stated in. 
bis communication to O'Malley. is 
that flour bought by the state 
which goes to feed its 7,000 institu- 
tion wards is exempt from the 
processing levy. He bases this view 
upon the general principle that the 
federal government has no power 
to lay a tar upon a state or any of 
its instrumentalities. 
The national government recog- 
nizes this principle as applied to 
the federal tax on gasoline and oil 
and makes no effort to collect the 
tax on quantities of those fluids 
purchased directly by the state for 
use by its own departments. 
State Collector O'Malley had pre- 
viously asked Washington for infor- 
mation on ths subject: but his ad- 
vices from the national capital are 
merely to the effect that flour pur- 
chased "for charitable purposes" is 
exempt. 
Under that limited interpretation 
the board of control could escape 
the tax on flour supplied to such 
institutions as the home for de- 
pendent children, and possibly the 
insane hospitals and soldiers* homes, 
but as to the penitentiary, men's 
and women's reformatories, boys' 
industrial school, girls' training 
school, and others the tax would 
have to be paid. 


At present prices, the processing 


tax represents about 40 per cent of 
the cost of flour and would add 
manv thousands of dollars to the 
cost of food for state institutions if 
exemption should not be allowed.

EDUCATION PLAN 


Program Adopted to Pre- 


vent 'Passing of 


Public Schools.' 


Ratification of Child 


Labor Amendment by 


States Is Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(£>>—To 


prevent what it termed the threat- 
ened "passing of the public free 
schools" as a result of budget bal- 
ancing, the Amercan Federation of 
Labor convention today adopted a 
12-point educational program call- 
ing for "the utmost endeavor for 
the protection of education 
from, 
kindergarten through university." 
The program *alled for "truly 
professional standards" in the class 
room, smaller 
classes taught by 
trained teachers, a broader curricu- 
lum, an equitable wage for all in- 
structors with security of tenure 
and "decent" working 
conditions, 
the establishment of teacher un- 
ions, maintenance 
of 
educational 
standards, old age pensions 
and 
opportunity for teachers to help 
formulate educational policy. 
The resolution embodying these 
features was presented for the fed- 
eration's educational committee by 
Florence Curtis Hanson 
of 
the 
American Federation of Teachers. 
The report approved by the con- 
vention said that "no greater men- 
ace to industrial recovery could de- 
velop" than that brought by the 
closing of schools for 
economy's 
sake. 


Raps Salary Reduction. 


Reduction of teachers' salaries, 
"always inadequate," if 
continued 
for any length of time, the 
com- 
mittee held, will bring the "pass- 
ing of the public free schools." 
After hearing William R. Trotter 


of the International Typographical 
union argue that members of the

Newspaper P u blishers 
association are "exploiting"

dren, the convention unanimously 
adopted a resolution urging local 
labor organizations to work unceas- 
ingly for ratification by the states 
of the child labor constitutional 
amendment.

No. 4 was the announcement tnat 
Henri Cochet and Martin Plaa, the 
French stars, will come over in 
February to play nine matcnes 
against Tilden and Vines in two 
days. Four singles and a doubles 
match will be played each day. 
! No. 5 was Bill's tacit bid to lure 
more star amateurs into the pro 
ranks when he said, "if any ama-

liably reported at $90,000. 
Thus he becomes not only tb.3 
"man of the year'' in baseball, but 
the highest salaried player or man- 
ager m the national league. 


That "Huddle System.1' 


Back of Terry's remarkabls suc- 
cess of 1933 is the story cf some- 
thing new in the ancient game of 
baseball—the "huddle system." 
"There were no secrets on my ball 
club this year," says Terry. "I told 
the players early in the season that 
when they saw me go over for a 
talk with the pitcher, I wanted them 
all in on it. We found it worked so 
well that we got more and more into 
the habit of talking things over and 
working them out, during the game', 
especially when a critical situation 
developed. In that way, everybody 
had an interest in fulfilling his joo 
to the utmost. 


"You 
can call it the Tiuddle sys- 
tem.' That's all right with me. Th2 
main thing is that it developed con- 
fidence and a feeling of co-opera- 
tion among all hands when we gat 
into the tight spots. We simply 
played the percentage and usad 
common sense* 


Crowning Example. 


"The crowning example of how 
this system worked, for me. was 
when our infield pulled that double 
play at the finish of the fourth 
game of the world series in tba^ 
tough eleventh inning. Bolton, a 
pinch-hitter was coming up, with 
one out, the bases filled, with Hub- 
bell pitching. So we went into a 
huddle. We talked about a double 
play, but didn't know how fast Bol- 
ton was.

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DEAD MEN TELL NO TALES.

WAS an inglorious climax which 
terminated 


the career of Gus Winkler, gangster leader. 


He, who, through a brief command, could strike 


terror in the hearts of hardened, vicious criminals, 
was put on the spot himself, unquestionably by some 
men whose activities he had directed and to whom 
his word had been final. 
They d'idn't let him die 


magnificently. They plugged him in the back with 
a volley of steel, after slipping upon on him unseen. 
There is something Just a litle bit ludicrous in the 
ungainly, unseemly sprawling figure on a sidewalk 
of one around whom had been built a false, mys- 
terious halo of power and authority. 


The Jungle claims its own, whenever its own be- 


comes a menace to its own development. Winkler 
knew he would get It. While here in lilncoln. charged 
with participation in a two million dollar bank rob- 
bery, he confided to some of the officers that he had 
made his pile and he wanted to get out. There is no 
avenue through which escape is possible, however, 
cncc a fcolish young man ties himself Into the activi- 
ties r' the organized gangster element in America. 
Whet'.ier Winkler was giving a sincere expression of 
his desires, or was acting merely for the sake of 
arousing sympathy for himself is not material. He 
was in the gang, he was one of its' most powerful 
leaders, and there was no turning back, no matter 
how much he may have wanted to do so. His was the 
irrevocable decision which every young man makes 
when he decides that easy money, rich loot, and lux- 
urious living can be procured through violence and 
lawlessness. In the end, it leads to two results. Eith- 
er Justice takes him in charge or the bullets of bis 
own confederates wipe him out. 
• * • 


••MTINKLER came out of nowhere into notoriety 
ww and riches as the ally of the Capone organiza- 
tion in Chicago. He wasn't tough when he started. 
He was rather a diffident, easy-going young fellow, 
none too fond of work, who eked out a strange liv- 
ing in St. Louis. Whatever crime he was engaged in 
was of a most minor and petty character. The po- 
lice knew him, but In those days, they looked upon 
him as too dull and too stupid to be of consequence. 
It was not until he established a liaison with the 
Capone organization that he enlarged upon his repu- 
tation as a good-for-nothing young fellow. 


He wormed himself into the good graces of the 


leaders by proving of extreme value to them. With 
it, came added responsibility, until Winkler at the 
time he was In custody of the Nebraska authorities 
was of the utmost importance to the criminal ele- 
ments holding Chicago under their rule. 


This newspaper felt very deeply Winkler should 


have been prosecuted. It protested as vigorously as 
it could against dismissal of the charge, against him, 
believing that the whole question of his purported 
alibi should be left with the Jury for settlement. If 
life were sweet to him, he would have been far better 
off had he submitted the issue of his innocence to a 
jury. If he had wearied of crime, as he professed, 
the way out opened before him, but he took the 
course which seemed the smoothest. And in the end 
it meant his death. Surely, there is enough of an 
ironical, sardonic whirl in it to furnish the most Im- 
pressive lesson to all young men of today faced'With 
the temptation to engage in lawlessness. 
^ 
• • • 
"••TINKLER'S death revives old ghosts. It resur- 
wW rects questions which disturbed this communi- 
ty. Accepting the 
explanation that the charge 


against him was dropped because his alibi riddled the 
evidence that had been gathered, that it was impos- 
sible to convict' him, and that to bring him to trial 
only would put the county to needless expense, and 
the fact remains he was chiefly instrumental in pro- 
curing the .return of the loot stolen from the Lincoln 
National bank. It was not a new procedure. Fre- 
quently. Jaw enforcement officers have bargained 
with criminals in order to recover stolen property. 
In the case of Winkler, with indisputable evidence at 
hand that he was so important to the Capone organ- 
ization It would procure the surrender of a huge 
treasure, the ordinary methods that had prevailed 
should not have been applied. This was striking at 
the very heart of the vicious gang. It was dealing 
with one of the key men. For more than two years 
afterward, the government of the United States and 
the law enforcement agencies of the various states 
spent huge sums of money to track the dapper gang- 
ster who slipped out of the noose here. 


It is said, and was published at the time the loot; 


was recovered that Winkler made a statement that j 
the non-negotiable securities taken in the robbery i 
had been destroyed. Where is that statement at this; 
time? Was it ever reduced to writing? What is the 
information contained in it of a sufficiently positive 
character to provide unquestionable evidence that 
these non-negotiable securities were destroyed? Does 
it name the men who took them, does it specify who 
burned these securities and where they were burned? 
What was the price paid for the return of the loot, 
if any money was paid? To whom did the money 
go. and what part did they have in the robbery? 
Certainly, it isnt in the possession of the men now 
imprisoned in the Nebraska penitentiary, after they 
had been convicted of taking part in the robbery. 
There is only one conclusion that some of the guilty 
gang «re still at large. What efforts are being made 
to apprehend them and bring them back to Justice? 
FreojienUy. the name of Harve Bailey and others 
have been linked with the Lincoln robbery. Why 
hasnl responsibility been fixed definitely? Could Gus 
Winkler furnish information that the non-negotiable 
securities taken from the bank were destroyed. Infor- 
mation satisfactory to all concerned, without setting 
forth every fact and detail of the robbery? If it were 
Harve Bailey and his boys, they know they have been 
hunted, and there is no force to the customary ex- 
planation that information cannot be given out while 
the chase is on. Both Bates and Bailey are in prison 
as aa aftermath of the Ursche] kidnaping. There 
were at least six, and possibly seven, desperadoes 
rode into Lincoln to rob the Lincoln National bank. 
Two ot them now are serving time in the Nebraska 
penitentiary, and another man was acquitted after a 
hung Jury.

has been said Winkler had no connection with the

case, and yet he knew enough through his under- 
world connections to get in touch with the men who 
sold it. he was able to exercise sufficient pressure to 
insure return of all the securities which were nego- 
tiable, and still further, he could make a convincing 
statement that that portion of the swag not nego- 
tiable had been destroyed. The only purpose of that 
statement was for the relssuance of stock certificates 
to their owners. There is the assurance it was suf- 
ficiently explicit, sufficiently 
definite to meet that 


purpose. It would not seem to be an unreasonable 
assumption that under the circumstances, it fur- 
nished 
conclusive 
evidence concerning the gang 


which robbed the bank, a portion of which are still 
free men, so far as the public knows. Why haven't 
they been brought to justice? Why hasn't the pub- 
lic been apprised of their true identity? If the new 
deal in the campaign to suppress criminal elements 
which have been terrorizing this country is to suc- 
ceed, it will be only because every rat is run to cover 
and finally given the punishment deserved. There is 
unfinished business in the Lincoln bank robbery. If 
the eyes of eye witnesses did not deceive them, there 
still are men to be brought to trial. Gus Winkler is 
dead, his lips have been sealed by some of his own 
grisly associates, but his statement of the destruction 
of loot lives on to place in the hands of law enforce- 
ment agents evidence of the membership of the bold 
gang which rode into Lincoln. 


A FAE FETCHED ISSUE.

IT is true, as stated in a news story 
from 


Washington, that republicans are preparing to 


make a political issue of the removal by President 
Roosevelt of William E. Humphrey from the federal 
trade commission it merely indicates that the lead- 
ers of that party are growing desperate in their quest 
for something upon which to attack the executive. 


It is not believed that they will meet with any 


great measure of success in taking up the Hum- 
phrey case, for there is every reason to suppose that 
they will find the vast majority of the people of the 
country back of Mr. Roosevelt in his determination 
to place the important positions in his administra- 
tion In the hands of men and women who are In 
sympathy with his policies, rather than in opposi- 
tion thereto. 


Under the law the trade commission is bipartisan 


and Mr. Humphrey is a republican. In selecting his 
successor, therefore, the president 
named 
another 


member of that party, and one who supported Mr. 
Hoover In the late election.. This being the case 
there is absolutely no excuse for making the charge 
that the president is injecting politics into the com- 
mission. As a matter of fact it is -the members of 
Mr. Humphrey's p'arty who are playing politics, as 
will be readily seen by all intelligent people. 


If Humphrey were possessed of that sense of de- 


cency and propriety supposed to exist in all persons 
'big enough to hold such a position as that to which 
he clings so desperately, he would have resigned as 
soon as he became aware of the fact that his serv- 
ices were no longer desired by the head of the ad- 
ministration. That would have been the honorable 
and decent thing to have done and was Just what 
thinking and patriotic people would have expected 
of him. 


Federal employment seems to have a fascination 


for many people which they are quite unable to 
overcome. When they once get in they never want 
to get out. It is well understood, however, that the 
president is held accountable for his entire adminis- 
tration, and this being true his official family should 
be made up of those who can be depended upon to 
carry out his plans and ideas in the most loyal and 
enthusiastic manner. 
Obviously Mr. Humphrey is 


not that sort of man. He should therefore be ousted.

MORATORIUM A FALSE REMEDY.. 


'•THERE are a number of good reasons why Presi- 
M dent Roosevelt wm be unable to comply with 
the request made to him by spokesmen for the Ne- 
braska farm holiday organization for the establish- 
ment of a two-year national moratorium on farm 
mortgage foreclosures. 


In the first place, the president is without au- 


thority to take such action, congress never having 
empowered him to do so. 


Second, farm mortgage legislation is essentially 


within the scope of state control and outside the 
sphere in which the United States government is 
permitted by the federal constitution to act. 


Third, the question of whether even the states can 


interfere with and set aside private contracts made 
under existing laws at the times they were entered 
into is now before the United States supreme 
court; and it would be improper for the president to 
interfere while the matter is pending for judicial de- 
termination, even if he had the power so to act. 


Added to these considerations is the danger that 


to proceed along; the line suggested by the 
farm 


holiday representatives might have the 
effect of 


frightening those who have money to loan and thus 
destroying the foundation of rural credit. 


The national government has a program already 


under way designed to take the pressure off agri- 
cultural debtors by making federal loans available 
to them, raising prices of farm products, and through 
the revival of general business and 
industry to 


broaden the demand for such commodities. 


It would not do at this time to throw any monkey- 


wrenches into the machinery which has been set in 
motion to bring about nalicnal recovery. 
President 


Roosevelt should be given a lair opportunity and a 
reasonable length of time to accomplish the things 
he has set out to do 
Manifestly, the desired re- 


sults cannot be attained by sudden changes In the 
prcsram before it has had a chance to work out. 


The farm mortgage fituation over the country is 


vastly better now than it was when President Roose- 
velt took 
office last March. Many debtors 
since 


then have obtained extensions ol Ume and other 
concessions from their creditors, which will enable 
them to hold their farms and eventually pay what 
they owe Others are setting relief through the fed- 
eral credit *gencies set •up in recent months. Alto- 
gether, a decided improvement has taken plare. and 
that without resorting to the extreTne expedient ol 
declaring an indefinite pnstnsrnnrnt of the obliga- 
tions of debtors to pay what iney can.

And nearly 
always all of us have been eating 
something that somebody consid- 
ers indigestible. 
As Mr. Edmund Lester 
Pearson 
says in describing a particular in- 
stance of poisoning with antimony 
where the outstanding symptom 
was belly ache: "There is also a 
rumor about a slice of watermelon 
which he ate. (People always love 
to blame watermelons.)" 
But if It just so happens 
that 


there was a little trouble beginning 
In the appendix when that "indi- 
gestible" food was eaten, and if the 
real cause of the distress is a full- 
blown case of acute appendicitis, 
it Is not so safe to invdke the old- 
fashioned b. a. Especially if the 
next" move is to give the patient a 
whopping does of castor oil. Be- 
cause a cathartic is the worst thing 
a patient with appendicitis can re- 
ceive. 
« 
The local druggist is especially 
culpable about this. The medical 
profession has long protested about 
counter prescribing. I am not sure 
that this is always a bad practice. 
Economic conditions make such 
management of trivial ailments in- 
evitable. 
But the 
druggist pre- 
scriber should learn what is trivial; 
and when he undertakes to treat 
the old-fashioned belly ache he is 
the lungs and (very notably) syph- on dangerous ground.

Where Are The Nine? 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 7 


the editor of The Lincoln 
I note in this Community 
Chest campaign the suggestion on 
the part of solicitors, that the sub- 
scribers give 1 percent (the one- 
hundredth part) of their salary or 
net earnings for the year toward the 
support of the chest. 
When we consider that this chest 


fund is distributed among twenty 
separate agencies, -aside from the 
sums allotted to the campaign and 
administration expenses, it would 
seem that this one-hundredth part 
of one's income was a very insig- 
nificant and inadequate "tithe" for 
such purposes. 
In the Jewish system for giving 
as practiced in the Old Testament 
times, a tithe consisted of one-tenth 
of their substance which was to be 
contributed for the support of the 
priests and tabernacle worship. This 
same tithe, or tenth, was collected 
as a tax for the support of the 
Church of England during its early 
history. 


Now that the church and state 
have been declared "forever sep- 
arate" the churches with their re- 
lated charities and missions have 
had a hard pull for securing sup- 
port. The writer is not in sympathy 
with this old-time practice of a 
forced method of giving toward the 
church and its activities. However, 
I have practiced tithing for the 
past fifteen or twenty years and 
have found it to be a satisfactory 
system for giving. It merely means 


the making of a budget for the 
family expenditures from the year's 
beginning to its close. 
If giving is ever to become sys- 


tematized as a part of one's liv- 
ing, I believe that tithing is the 
ideal course to adopt It does not 
necessarily mean that we adopt the 
one-tenth system.

Labor Union Charges 


Are Denied By Doerr 


Says He Hasn't Increased "Key" 


M^n's Pay, Or Reduced 


Hours for Laborers. 


Charges that he has increased the 
pay of "key" men and reduced the 
hours of laborers, contained in a 
letter from the Central Labor union 
to the city council, were denied 
Monday by Paul W. Doerr, head of 
the water and light department. 


"We have no "key" men, Doerr, 


declared. "Neither have we reduced 
the hours of laborers. 
What we 
have done is to comply as nearly as 
possible to the provisions of the 
NBA by giving lull time work to 
those employes who, until the adop- 
tion of the NRA program by the 
water and light department, were 
working only part time."

Vinciquerra related, said Andersen, 
that he and Emmons drove to a 
point about two blocks from the 
Haning home on the night fo the 
shooting. 


Afraid of Emmons. 
"I waited for him in the car. He 


was crazy drunk and I was afraid 
of him," Andersen said Vinciquerra 
told him. 
Cross examined, Andersen stated 
he had not given this testimony at 
the preliminary hearing in Police 
court. He said Vinciquerra told riim 
the story voluntarily. Vinciquerra 
told him, Andersen said, that the 
gun had been hidden "near the 
chicken coop." With detectives and 
Louise Haning and her son, Ander- 
sen said he searched around the 
Vinciquerra store but found no gun. 
At the Emmons home, he said, a 
detective found the weapon in a 
hollow log near the chicken coop.

he has been engaged in ranching in 
northwestern 
Nebraska." Looking 


back we learn that 46 years ago 
brings one to the year 1887 and we 
desire to go on record that cattle 
sold much less in those years than 
at present. 
During the republican national 


convention of 1888, held in Chicago, 
the writer visited the Union stock 
yards in 'that city on the morning 
of June 18 and saw a trainload of 
fat steers sell at $4.35 per hundred 
pounds. Thos« steers were shipped 
from Cawker City, Kan., by Messrs. 
Beeler and Woodbury. and had been 
on full feed nine months. They were 
the best bunch of fat steers ever 
shipped from this place and that is 
some statement, as many train- 
loads of prime steers have gone to 
market from Cawker City during the 
past fifty-four years. 
Had those 
same steers been sold on the Om- 
aha market it is doubtful if they 
had brought 
$4, per 
hundred 
pounds and I have every reason to 
believe they were superior cattle to 
those sold by Mr. Jesse on October

Municipal Ownership 


Of Utilities Rejected 
By Birmingham Voters 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 10—</P) 


—Municipal ownership of utilities 
was rejected by the voters of Birm- 
ingham In yesterday's election, the 
complete but unofficial count to- 
day showed. 


Returns showed a vote of 6,923 for 
municipal operation of the electric 
light and power facilities and 9,696 
against. 
On the proposal to acquire* the 
domestic water supply system 6,435 
voted yes and 10.037 no. 
For ownership of the streetcar 
system the vote was 3,831 for and 
12,376 against. 
For the central steam heating 
plant the vote was 3,764 for and 
12,138 against. 
Had the electric power operation 
proposal carried, the cdty would 
have obtained power from the gov- 
ernment's hydro-electric plant at 
Muscle Shoals. 
Opponents of the municipal own- 
ership plan here countered claims 
of cheaper electric rates with argu- 
ments that there was no guarantee 
of lower rates, and that the city 
would be forced to Issue $50,000,- 
000 in bonds, thereby increasing 
taxes.
